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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


Water  Supply. 


The  total  co]isuin])tioii  of  water  from  the  Couiieil’s  mains 
during  the  year  wais  11(S  million  gallons. 

Approximately  86  million  gallons  were  ])iirchased  from  Selby 
U.D.C.  and  the  remainder  from  York  Waterworks  Co. 
Routine  samples  from  various  ])oinls  of  the  area  were  sub- 
mitted for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  gave  satis- 
factory results. 

A ])rivate  sup])ly  feeds  40  houses  in  the  village  of  Escrick, 
and  this  also  was  satisfact(arv. 


All  these  supplies  are  chlorinated. 


Six  private  well  supplies  have  been  examined  and  four  of 
these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Three  of  the  ])ro- 
perties  will  be  served  by  the  mains  under  the  new  extension 
scheme,  and  in  the  fourth  case,  im])rovements  to  the  well 
have  been  carried  out  by  the  (jwner. 


The  extension  of  the  Councirs  water  mains  was  commenced 
in  June  and  has  i)rogressed  satisfactorily;  the  laving  of  the 
mains  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  May,  1952,  and  the 
180,000  g allons  reservoir  at  Stillinglleet  Mill  should  be  readv 


in  August. 


d'he  scheme,  in  addition  to  su])plying  further  portions  of 
the  District,  links  uj)  the  Y4)rk  and  Selby  sup])lies  at  three 
])oints,  thus  ensuring  a reasonable  pressure  of  supplv  in  all 
])arts.  Considerable  improvement  has  been  shown  on  the 
portions  comj)leted  to  date,  and  when  all  the  mains  and  the 
reservoir  have  been  comj)leted,  comi)aratively  few  i)roperties 
will  be  beyond  a reasonable  distance  from  a satisfactory 
supply.

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Refuse  Disposal. 

The  Couiicirs  scavenging’  scheme,  serving  all  ])arishes  and 
excluding  only  the  isolated  ])r()perties,  has  l.)een  satisfactorily 
maintained.  The  main  refuse  disposal  point  is  the  Tip, 
Crockey  Hill,  which  has  a capacity  of  rather  more  than  oue 
year’s  usag'e.  Some  dry  refuse  is  de])osited  (jn  a private  tip 
at  Turnhead  Farm,  Tarlby. 

In  conjunction  with  the  I’arish  Councils,  small  tips  have 
been  closed  in  the  Cliffe  and  Hemingbrough  area;  these  have 
been  used  by  local  residents  for  some  years,  and  not  by  the 
District  Council. 

The  possibility  of  obtaining  a suitable  tip  in  the  Southern 
portion  of  the  area  is  being  investgated,  as  this  would  con- 
sderably  reduce  the  mileage  covered  by  the  collection  vehicles. 

The  two  vehicles  (1946  Karrier  I’antams  with  7 cubic  yards 
capacity — mileage  70-80,000)  are  being  subjected  to  much 
heavier  loads  than  was  ever  contem])lated  by  the  manufac- 
turers. (This  is  due  to  some  extent  that  in  the  ])ast  6 years 
nearly  370  houses  have  been  erected,  and  a large  number  of 
existing  ])roperties  which  were  not  in  the  scavenging  scheme 
in  1946  are  now  regularly  visited).  The  condition  of  both 
vehicles  is  most  rapidly  deteri(jrating.  It  is  considered  that 
the  ])urchase  of  at  least  one  new  vehicle  with  a larger  capacity 
is  something  that  will  have  to  be  faced  in  the  very  near 
future. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  provision  of  ])iped  water  su])])lies,  together  with  the 
erection  of  new  houses,  has,  in  th.e  i)ast  years,  steadily  in- 
creased the  amount  of  sewage  being  discharged  from  the 
various  villages  in  the  area.  Only  in  the  villag'e  of  Harlby, 
however,  has  a main  sewage  scheme  been  carried  out;  the 
remainder  depend  upon  oj)en  ditches,  culverts,  and  crude  set- 
tlement tanks,  and  none  can  be  considered  s.atisfactory. 

The  village  of  Flvington  is  the  one  most  urgently  re(|uiring 
a sewerage  scheme,  and  the  matter  is  being  neganiated  witli 
the  api)ropriate  Oovernment  I )e])artment.  It  is  considered 
that  every  effort  should  be  made  by  the  Council  to  obtain 
early  ai;])roval. 

Frequent  and  numerous  complaints  arc  received  about  the 
conditions  at  Dunnington  and  it  is  felt  that  a suitable  sewage 
disposal  scheme  for  the  village  should  be  considered  at  an 
early  date. 
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In  the  Parishes  of  Hcsliiigton  and  Fulford,  considerable 
annoyance  to  residents,  and  expense  to  the  Council,  is  caused 
by  cesspools  in  the  Mill  Lane  and  Hull  R(jad  area  of  lies- 
ling’ton,  and  Fordlands  Road,  Fulford.  The  proposed  sewer 
in  Mill  Lane,  Heslington,  which  is  likely  to  be  installed  during 
1952,  will  solve  the  problem  in  that  area.  There  will  remain, 
however,  27  houses  in  Fordlands  Road,  Fulford,  each  with  a 
sc])tic  tank.  The  CounciTs  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  will 
continue  to  carry  out  the  cleansing  of  these  tanks  (in  S(jme 
cases  as  fre(|uently  as  every  10  days)  but-this  should  onl\'  l)e 
looked  upon  as  an  interim  measure,  and  the  ])rovision  of  a 
main  sewer  should  be  given  early  consideration.  This  would 
connect  up  with  the  disposal  system  of  both  the  old  and  the 
new  Council  House  estates  in  F(;rdlands  Road,  and  could  be 
installed  as  the  first  stage  in  the  Fulford  and  Heslington 
joint  sewerage  scheme.

The  general  repairs  to  Council  jtrojterty  are  the  responsibi- 
lity of  the  Surveyor’s  Dejoartrnent.  There  are  two  ])lum])crs 
employed,  and  ])luml)ing  rep<airs  are  carried  out  along  wdth 
duties  on  Water  Supply  maintenance.  Considerable  additional 
work  has  occurred  on  water  supply,  follownig  the  laying  of 
the  new  mains,  and  it  is  becoming  necessary  to  eng'age  private 
contractors  on  plumbing  repairs.  In  other  trades,  all  work 
is  carried  out  by  private  contractors, 
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Gases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  tlie  year  1951. 
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
